YiceCliancellor ISncon has given 
judgment in a somewhat singular ac- 
tion for slander of title. The plaintifl, 
Mr. Dick.s, is the proprietor of Boir 
lielh, in which he published a pattern 
for worsted work taken from a Ger- 
man original, and being a reproductinn 
of MiUais' celebrated jiicture of tho 
"Huguenots." The copyright of this 
picture vests in Mr. Brooks as pro- 
prietor of the engraving taken from it, 
and accordingly Air. Brooks sent out a 
circular warning the trade that the 
plaintifl''s coloured pattern in Bow Bells 
was a piracy. For this Mr. Dicks 
brought iin action for what is known 
as slander of title, clainiing damages, 
and M r. Brooks not only pleaded that 
the slander was true, but set uii a 
counter claim on the ground that tho 
property in the "HugueiiotB" was his 
own, and not that of the plaintifl" and 
claiming damages against the plaintifl" 
for piracy. Vice Chancollor Bacon de- 
cided in favor of Mr. Brooks, and not 
only gave judgment for hira, but con- 
demned the plaintifl" in the sum of .'is. 
for each 25,000 copies proved to have 
been sold by him, half of which will go 
to the Crown and half to IMr, Brooks, 
under the provisions of the Copyright 
Act. Tho fine is therefore i.'C,0()0. 



Ezciting Balloon Accidont. 



( )ne of the most extraordinary es- 
capes from death ever recorded, says 
tho Mflboxirne Argus, occurred on 
Easter Monday to an leroiiaut named 
L'Estrange. In the presence of thou- 
sands of spectators he mado an ascent 
from the Agi'icultural Cirounds on the 
St. Kilda-roud in tin; balloon Aurora, 
the KauH>, it iti said, which was used to 
convey disjiatches during the Franco- 
Prussian war. ^^'llen the balloon hail 
attained the great altitude of a mile 
and three-quartei'rt it suddsnly collapsed 
the gas bursting through its side, but 
the paraehute came into play, and in- 
stead of the wreck falling like a stone, 
it came down in a zig-zag course, and 
finally struck a tree in the Ciovernincnt 
Domain, thus breaking the fall, and 
L'Estrange reacheil the ground b'df- 
stunned, but alive. The excitement 
when the balloon came down was in- 
tense, Womon ncreained and fainted, 
some fell on their knees with their 
hands clasped in prayer, while hun- 
dreds of men rushed into the Govern- 
ment Domain, expecting to Iind a mang- 
led body, but to their astonishment 
they discovered L'Estrange alive, and 
almost unhurt.
